clared that it made no difference to 
him if a man of the acutp mind of 
Senator Vest had found in the Ding- 
ley bill some of the things he himself 
had discovered in the pending meas- 
ure. 


Again After Aldrich. 


"My friend, the senator from Rhode 


Island," he continued, "seemed to get 
a- good deal of comfort yesterday by 
sneering at me because I had sought 
the 
advice of persons qualified 
to 


speak on these questions. 
Such a 


thing was not only uncalled for, but 
it is little short of ridiculous when the 
senator sits here and in answer to 
questions, reads from pamphlets pre- 
pared by experts. 
In view of that 


course, I submit he is in no position 
to complain If I talk with wise and 
good men to prepare myself to ad- 
dress this body and the people of the 
United States."

Chicago. May 5.—The peaceful de- 


iberatlons of the peace congress were 
rudely disturbed today when A. M. 
Simons, of the Chicago Daily Socialist, 
ittempted to obtain formal recogni- 
ion of socialism as the "greatest peace 
orce in the world." 


It happened Mfter the congress had 


ifllcially adopted a platform in strict 
;eoplng with its well known principles 
along broad lines, carefully avoiding 
matters of sectional or political con- 
roversy. 


Mr. Simons arose with four hundred 


vords of "whereas" and "be 
it re- 


olveds" outlining socialistic 
beliefs 


ind accomplishments, and attributing 
he causes of war to "the exploitation 
Jf labor and the impoverishment of 
hose who toil." 


. Caused Much Confusion. 


Great confusion followed. The reg- 


ular platform had 
been 
read 
and 


amidst tho turmoil aroused by the Si- 
nons resolutions there were repeated 
rails for tho original question. On a 
viva voce vote the report of the reso- 
utions committee carried unanimously. 


The question then recurred to the 


idoption of the socialist resolutions. 


Secretary Melendy arose 
to state

the American Sugar Refining company 
recently paid to the government $2,- 
154,000 in back duties.

lasses sugar.

The Resolutions. 


The resolutions follow: 
"Whereas, 
Civilization

reached a point where conscience, rea- 
son and the sense of brotherhood are 
increasingly controlling men in their 
relations to each other; when private 
war and the duel have wholly or large- 
ly disappeared, and the different na- 
tions have created for themselves sys- 
tems of laws and courts by which dif- 
ferences between 
their citizens are 


peacefully adjusted; and 


"Whereas, The two Hague confer- 


ences have created a permanent inter- 
national court of arbitration to which 
all the nations are now parties; have 
approved unanimously the principle of 
obligatory arbitration for the settle- 
ment of International controversies; 
have sanctioned without a dissenting 
voice'the creation of a permanent in- 
ternational 
court 
of Justice, 
with 


judges always In sen-ice, pnd holding 
regular sessions, and have urged the 
governments 
to find a' satisfactory 


formula for the selection of judges; 
and have laid the foundations of a 
regular congress of nations by unan- 
imously voting for periodic meetings 
of The Hague conference hereafter—- 
which great measures are the most 
decisive steps yet taken toward that 
organization and systematic operation 
of the nations which shall eventually 
substitute law for war; therefore, be it 


War Out of Date and Barbarous. 
"Resolved, By this second United 


States national peace congress 
that 


public war Is now out of date, a relic 
of barbarism unworthy of our time, 
and that the nations of the world by 
Joint agreement, by a league of peace 
among themselves, ought to make Its 
recurrence hereafter Impossible. 


"Resolved, That no dispute between 


nations, except such as may involve 
the national life and Independence, 
should be reserved from arbitration, 
and that a general treaty of obligatory 
arbitration should bo included at the 
earliest possible date. Pending such 
a general treaty, we urge upon our 
government and tho 
other 
leading 


powers such broadening of the scope 
of their arbitration treaties as shall 
provide, after the example of the Dan- 
ish-Netherlands treaty, for tho refer- 
ence to The Hague court all differ- 
ences whatever not settled otherwise 
by peaceful means. 


"Resolved, That the prevailing ri- 


valry in armaments, both on land and 
sea, which Imposes such exhausting 
burdens of taxation on 
the people, 


and is the fruitful source of suspicious 
bitter feeling and 
war 
alarms, 
Is 


wholly unworthy of enlightened mod- 
ern nations, Is a lamentable failure as 
a basis of enduring peace, and ought 
to be arrested by agreement of the 
powers without delay. 


"Resolved, That this peace congress 


expresses its high appreciation of the 
action o£ our government in the re- 
cent conclusion of twenty-three arbi- 
tration treaties and in the promotion 
of friendly relations between the va-' 
.rious American republics. It recog- 
nizes with special satisfaction what 
was done by our government and rep- 
resentatives at the second Hague con- 
ference in behalf of a general treaty

WASHINGS STEEILIZ- 


ED BY ELECTRICITY 


Troy Laundry Has Installed a Ma- 


chine Which Marks New Era 


in Laundry Business. 


One of the most interesting late in- 


ventions 
of 
particular

housewives has recently been installed 
in the Troy laundry of this city. The 
machine which Is called an elecrolyzor 
has been produced only after years of 
experiments and is a distinctive new- 
departure in the laundry business. 


The machine produces what may be 


truly termed "artificial sunlight." It 
Is a well known fact that nature's 
great bleacher and' disinfectant, the 
sun's rays, is really nothing more than 
electricity and this electricity has all 
the necessary properties for proper 
bleaching and disinfecting of clothes.

Logansport, Ind., May 5.—Following 


.he refusal of the county commission- 
ers to cancel the contract of the coun-.

ber the name Prince Rupert, a city In 
British Columbia, for It is a. place you 
will hear more of in the coming years. 
Enterprising as. the people on 
the 


American side of the Canadian line de- 
light to think they are. never have a 
corporation and the government work- 
ed together for the purpose of building 
a "city beautiful" as they have here. 


Prince Rupert was built in thirty 


[lays, and so far as that goes so have 
been many/mining towns and boom 
cities in this country. But Prince Ru- 
pert has no hidden wealth in mines. 
It lias a srcnt harbor and a rich coun- 
try around it. and the mem wbo are 
building it nre so connflent of its fu- 
ture that they are laying it out for the 
metropolis of a great and Browing sec- 
tion. 


Before a permanent improvement 


had been made the 
city 
had 
been 


planned. Around on« uquare were to 
be the municipal buildings of the fu- 
ture, and there were provisions for 
parks, boulevards and all the public 
institutions; There were to be no nar- 
row streets. 


Prince Rupert is BiiO miles north of 


Vancouver and forty miles south of 
the Alaskan boundary. In the same 
latitude as London, its mean tempera- 
ture is about the same as that ot the 
British Isles, warmed as it is by the 
warm Japan stream in the 
Pacific. 


Three years ago the place where this 
city has already been built was a wil- 
derness. 


The Grand 
Trunk Pacific railway 


was looking for a Pacific coast termi- 
nus and its engineers began a search 
oC the coast. First of all was needed 
a great harbor, large enough to hold 
the commercial navies ot the world 
and so situated that they could be 
sheltered from a storm. 
The entire 


north shore wns searched and every 
place which had possibilities was in- 
vestigated. 


Chosen for Its Harbor. 


The place where the city o£ Prince 


Rupert, is now located . was selected, 
for there was found a.land locked har- 
bor, with a roadway a mile wide, large 
enough to shelter all the ships that 
might .seek refuge'there, and it is be- 
lieved there will be many In the'years 
to come, for it is designed to make it 
one of the most important stations in 
the shortest lino between London anc 
Yokohama. 


With the location decided upon, and 


with the grant o£ land from the gov- 
ernment, the engineers of the companj 
made a landing at this place in May 
190G, and cleared the location for their 
camp. From that time the work has 
been 
carried 
on continuously, anc 


probably never before has so much 
money been expended in the planning 
of a. new city. 


First of all was

survey, and since that time there has 
been a complete survey of all the land, 
in the town 
site,

and other improvements. 


The railroad company obtained .the 


services of Brett & Hall, of Boston, 
graduates of the J. C. Olmstead School 
of Landscape Architecture and Gar- 
dening, who laid out Mount Royal park, 
Montreal, and they had charge o£ the 
planning for the town site. 


With the occupancy of the site;hy 


the engineers, contractors and laborers 
it became necessary to establish de- 
pots for various supplies, and in thirty 
days after the first work began the city 
had been established. But it'wos un- 
like the boom cities of our country, 
for the land-was only leased!for short 
terms, and none but temporary build- 
ings were erected. The real opening 
of the city to settlers does not begin 
before the first of next month. 


Has a Daily Newspaper, 


But in the temporary city there is a 


daily, newspaper, 
a 
wholesale dry 


goods house, a board of trade and two 
banks. There are five grocery stores, 
several carrying general merchandise, 
hardware and furnishing stores, and 
numerous, fruit arid 
cigar 
dealers. 


There are two good hotels, built by the 
Grand Trunk Pacific railway. 


The provincial government of British 


Columbia is • working hand 
in hand 


with the railway company in the build- 
ing of this city. It has appropriated 
$200,000 for preliminary improvements, 
and the money is being expended in 
the construction. of sewers and water 
mains, plank walks 
and 
roadways. 


When the town site is' formally opened, 
unlike most cities, provisions will have 
been made in advance for the sanitary 
welfare and comfort of a-population 
of at least ten thousand persons.'From 
the mountain streams and lake's there 
is a sufficient flow of fresh water for ; 
city of one hundred thousand persons 


Prince Rupert will be the headquar- 


ters of the provincial government in 
the northern part of the province, and 
substantial buildings ror Its officers, 
court house and jail have already been 
constructed. The dominion govern- 
ment has. given assurance that imme- 
diately on the opening of the town 
site it will begin the erection of per- 
manent and substantial postoffice and 
custom house. Bids have already been 
received for the erection 
of a new 


school building, the public school now 
being conducted in 
ono of the four 


churches. . 
•

pert. It has furnished a picturesque 
site, with the land sloping back grad- 
ually for distances ranging from half a

Eural Feud Results in 


Murder Down in Tip- 


ton County. 


Tipton, Ind., May 5.—Following a 


quarrel due to trouble over a dilch 
Henry Yarling, one o£ the wealthiest 
and most prominent farmers of Tipton 
county,, shot and killed his neighbor. 
Charles 
Smith, yesterday 
afternron 


and then surrendered to the sheriff. 
News ot the murder caused the great- 
est excitement. Yarling is 50 years old 
and has a wife and six children. Smith 
was 38 years old and leaves a widow 
and one child. 


Yarling was placed in jail to await 


an official inquiry today. 
According 


to Yarllng's story he shot in self-de- 
fense while Smith was advancing to- 
ward him with a. shovel raised to 
strike. The shooting occurred on the 
Smith-Yarling property line, where a 
number of men were engaged in ditch- 
ing. Yarling having driven to the place 
in a buggy. 


Yarling and Smith had had trouble 


concerning ditch matters before and it 
is said each nursed a grudge against 
the other. When Yarling drove up with, 
his buggy yesterday afternoon whero 
Smith and George Webb. Andrew 
Tranbarger.' Chartes Harmon and Wil- 
liam Campbell were engaged In ditch 
•work, it is said Yarling was very an- 
gry when ho saw the ditchers appar- 
ently throwing dirt on his side of the 
property line. 


Challenges for Trespass. 


"Whn gave you authority to throw 


that dirt over into my field?" he is re- 
porter! to hn.vc shouted, addressing 
Smith. 


Smith made an anery retort and sev- 


eral heated sentences were exchanged, 
when Smith left the ditch, advancing 


toward Yarling with his shovel raised 
threateningly, it is said. 


The witnesses aver that Yarling 


ailed twice tp Smith, warning him to 
stay back. Smith continued.to ad- 
vance, when Yarling drew a 32-caliber 
revolver and flred two shots. . 


The first shot, struck 
Smith just 


above the heart and the second entered 
the lelt shoulder. Smith turned, took 
a few steps, and fell dead. 


Yarling drove .rapidly to Tipton and 


walked into the office'of Sheriff W. F. 
Beck at. 3 o'clock. To that official he 
said: "I have killed'Charles Smith and 
surrender myself." 


A few minutes before the arrival, of 


Yarling the news of'the murder had 
reached the city. The' police made a 
fast run in an automobile to the home 
of..Yarling to place him under arrest, 
but his son had driven - across to the 
traction line, and Yarling hastened to 
the sheriff's office. 


There was considerable excitement 


in the neighborhood when it was found 
that Yarling had driven away accom- 
panied by his son. it being thought ho 
was trying to make his escape.
